WASHINGTON.—Airmobility—the use of organic Army 
aircraft and air vehicles to move troops, equipment and sup- 
plies on the battlefield, and into and out of battle in the com- 
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bat zone with certain of the aircraft 
armed—has béen proclaimed “a 
normal part of land combat opera- 
tions” by the Army and will be 
included in all combat training and 
planning. 

This Army move to give wings 
to its combat forces appears to 
be within the letter of the “roles 
and missions” directive issued by 
the Department of Defense. But it 
is sure to cause airpower advocates 
to renew their accusation that the 
Army is trying to take over tactical 
air operations and to create a new 
“Army Air Corps.” 

The Army's “declaration of in- 
tent,” so to speak, appears as Train- 
ing Circular 20-1, dated 1 May. It 
was written by the air mobility sec- 
tion .at Fort Benning’s Infantry 
Center, approved by Continental 
Army Command and the Army De- 
partment and printed by The 
Adjutant General.

New TDY Report 
To Rate Officers 


WASHINGTON. — A letter report on officers who do 
maneuver jobs on temporary duty away from their normal 
rating channels will become an important part of the ef- 





A letter-type efficiency report is 
to be submitted, under a change 
to AR 623-105, on each officer with- 
drawn from normal efficiency re- 


porting channels for periods of 
more than 15 but less than 60 days 
to participate in a major maneuver. 

Idea is that such men are sub- 
jected to strains and pressures 
that- frequently approach those of 
combat. This is particularly true 
of men leading others in cold 
weather, desert, tropical or other 
unusual climatic or terrain condi- 
tions. 

Because the period of observa- 
tion is too short, it was believed 
unfair to require the submission 
of a full efficiency report. Tem- 
porary commanders would have 
no way of telling how men would 
perform in staff type jobs. But 
command, instructor and leader- 
ship ability can be seen in action.

Summer 
Tan Stays 
Uniform 


WASHINGTON.—The Army 
not going to change the color of 
summer uniforms from tan to 
green.

Strength Debate 
Gets Political

Considerations of a not entirely altruistic nature came into last 
week’s Senate floor debate on Army and Marine Corps minimum 
strengths. Sen. Allen J. Ellender (D., La.), co-sponsor of an amend- 
ment to keep the Army at 900,000 in an mo ore noted a cut in 
the Army would mean closing of Fort Polk, La. Keeping the Army 
at 900,000 might keep the post open, / 

He charged that one of the House managers of the supplemental ap- 
propriation bill — who had strongly opposed the raise of strength 
levels — stood to gain by a reduction in the Army, since units from 
deactivated camps would be moved to posts in his district. While not 
naming him, he noted the representative was from Texas and the 
only House manager from Texas was Rep. Albert Thomas, of Houston, 
boss of the House conferees. 

Thomas took a leading part in the move last Congress to get San 
Jacinto Ordnance Depot moved from valuable land along the Houston 
ship channel. The Army last week notified the House Armed Services 
committee that it will turn over San Jacinto to the General Service Ad- 
ministration by 1 June, 1960 for sale to private citizens. 

Sen. Ellender argued bitterly that independent of troop cuts, closing 
of Fort Polk was poor economy. He said that with the fort the Army 
got, scot-free, a maneuver area that would have cost $50-million in a 
neighboring state — a maneuver area larger than the state of Mary- 
land. The saving on closing Polk is estimated at $5-million. 

The citizens of Louisiana are so bitter about it that one of them 
has brought suit in a federal district court against the Army for breach 
of contract. . 

; * 2 * 

BUT ASIDE FROM personal consideration, it is the sincere feeling 
of a good many senators — and presumably of Sens. Ellender and Long 
of Louisiana — that (a) world conditions demand a 900,000-man Army 
and 200,000-man Marine Corps; and (b) the will of Congress should 
prevail, It seems clear that some sort of amendment to force higher 
strength levels will be tacked on the Defense appropriation bill for 
fiscal 1960 — at least in the Senate. 

It might be worth a little conjecture as to what form such an 
amendment will take. The attempt to put 900,000-man and 200,000-man 
minimums in the supplemental appropriation bill — a fiscal 1959 meas- 
ure — was defeated last week on the grounds that thé forces are now 
down to 872,000 and 174,000 and could not add 25,000 - 30,000 men 
in the six weeks left of the fiscal year. 

Quite obviously, if it is impossible to add 25,000 men in the six 
weeks before 30 June it will be impossible to add them in the six 
weeks after 30 June. Thus, an amendment to tie up operations funds 
until the higher strengths are reached could stop the Army and Marines 
cold for six weeks or longer. 

” . - 

IT SEEMS, then, that a floor amendment must either provide for 
year-end strength of 900,000 and 200,000 or average yearly strengths at 
those figures. The average yearly strength approach was used with the 
National Guard last year; and the Administration lived with it. But 
the Guard had never been cut in the first place. It just had to be 
kept at the strength it had when the fiscal year started. 

Since it will take months, presumably, to build the Army and 
Marines to 900,000 and 200,000, in order to make those figures an average 
strength the service would have to go 10,000 or 20,000 above that for 
several months near the end of the fiscal year. Such move, it could be 
argued, would be extremely wasteful — of both money and manpower. 

So it is likely that an amendment tacked on the money bill will 
merely call for year-end strengths of 900,000 and 200,000. Which would 
mean the service would slowly rise to a strength on 30 June, 1960 that 
they had on 30 June, 1958. And the President could keep them below 
those strengths for most of the year, thus saving Uncle Sam’s money and 
everybody’s face. 

We have left out, of course, the question of whether the President 
can be forced to do anything at all. There will be much debate on 
that question.

Housing Improves in SETAF 


WASHINGTON. — Family hous- 
ing for men assigned to SETAF has 
eased to the point where homes 
are available on the local economy 
at Verona, Vicenza and Leghorn, 
Italy, according to the Army De- 
partment. 

To ease the problem of finding 
such housing, there are at Verona 
and Vicenza a “limited number” of 
temporary government leased quar- 
ters for transient occupancy until 
local housing can be secured. 

The new information on housing 
is contained in Changes 5 to AR 55- 
46, just published. 

It says that permanent quarters 
and such furnishings as government 
issue furniture, appliances, dishes, 
glassware, and silverware are NOT 
available for SETAF personnel. 
But beginning this fall, family 
type government quarters, now 
being built, will be available in 
Vicenza. Applicants for concur- 
rent travel will be notified by 
SETAF that they are assigned such 
quarters when they become avail- 
able. 

Concurrent travel to SETAF re- 
mains on an “advance application” 
basis, available only to men in 
grade E-4 with more than four 
years’ service and those in grade 
E-5 and up. Those who do take 
their families with them or who are 
joined by their families after ar- 
rival must negotiate private rental 
agreements- through the SETAF 
private rental office. 

The change to the regulation also 
pointed out that individuals who 
fell short in the service require-

seas could extend and thus have a

WASHINGTON. — The military 
may give Reservists undesirable 
discharges based on their activities 
after they leave service, U.S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge John J. Sirica 
ruled this week. His decision is 
being appealed to the U.S. Court 
of Appeals. 

Sirica’s ruling upheld the Army’s 
discharge of Monte M. Olenick of 
New York City. He was given an 
undesirable discharge from the Re- 
serve in 1956, two years after he 
had been honorably separated from 
active service. 

The discharge was based on 
charges that he had joined the 
Labor Youth League and has at- 
tended the Jefferson School of So- 
cial Science. Both were described 
by the Attorney General as Com- 
munist front organizations. 

Olenick claimed he was improper- 
ly given the undesirable discharge 
on grounds that he was in all es- 
sential respects a civilian. 

Olenick claimed the Army had a 
perfect right to discharge him if it 
wanted to but he contended that 
the discharge had to be honorable. 
Discharge must be based solely 
on the soldier’s military record 
in the Army, argued his attorney, 
Victor Rabinowitz. 

Judge Sirica disagreed. In an 
opinion upholding Army Secretary 
Wilber Brucker, the Judge ruled 
that reservists are subject “to mili- 
tary control to a greater or lesser 
degree.” A reservist may have a 
“felatively reduced military re- 
sponsibility,” the judge said, but 
must stay ready for fulltime serv- 
ice. 

“Since the reserve forces are 
geared toward the possibility of 
active military duty, the required 
qualifications of a soldier are the 
same whether he be on active duty 
or in the reserves,” Sirica declared. 

“The Army should not be forced 
into the dilemma, on the one hand, 
of having to retain 4 person in the

courts, he declared. 

The Supreme Court ruled in 
1957 that a soldier’s pre-induction 
activities should have no bearing 
on the type of discharge or separa- 
tion he may receive following his 
service tour. Sirica’s ruling was the 
first on discharges from the re- 
serves. 

Attorney Leo J. Michaloski, in 
presenting the Army case, said that 
Congress gave the services power 
to set up the requirements for dis- 
charges and implied that less than 
honorable discharges can be given 
for security reasons. He said that 
to require honorable discharges for 
men like Olenick would weaken

Just the Facts 


The Army is intrepid (we like to think), 
and perhaps that’s the way it ought to be. 
But a study of Change 2 to AR 20-1 would 
indicate that it may be needlessly exposing 
its brave Inspector General to a hearing be- 
fore the congressional “firing squad” com- 
manded by Rep. John Moss. Moss heads the 
special committee on freedom of informa- 
tion. His group is charged with investigating 
government agendies that withhold informa- 
tion from the public or from other govern- 
ment departments. 

The committee recently had the Navy up 
before it to explain why it refused to give 
the watchdog General Accounting Office its 
full report on the closing of a naval installa- 
tion. The Navy said it had furnished the 
GAO with the facts in the report, but that 
“opinions, recommendations and conclusions” 
therein were not GAO’s business. 

It was a fine, legal point often exercised 
and defended by executive offices of the 
government, including the White House. And 
the Navy stuck to its guns, though for a time 
battered by heavy seas of adverse. public 
opinion. 

Now comes the Army, with an addition to 
its AR 20-1 on inspections and investigations 
by its field inspectors general. It told them to 
give GAO the facts, when asked for them, 
but if a report contains other than facts— 
such as “opinions, conclusions, recommenda- 
tions and other matters of an advisory 
nature’”—it should be sent to the Army IG 
in Washington. Then, apparently, the 1G will 
decide whether to give GAO or Congress any- 
thing other than facts. 

If the 1G follows the precedent set by 
Navy and some other government depart- 
ments, then it inevitable that the 
Army some day will have a head-on collision 
with either GAO or Congress, or both, As

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When Army Was 810 Strong

I was taught a bit of history in an 
Army circular (365-6) published recently, 
and it set me thinking that it must have 
been great back in the Old Army — of 
1775! 

This circular was put out to tell com- 
mands how to observe the Army’s 184th 
birthday on 14 June. It told them they 
could march up the street and march back 
again, but only in their own backyards, and 
hold open house and invite the public in to 
see how the new Army ticks. 

Commands were told not to parade or 
place exhibits in the civilian domain — 
that. means outside of posts, I reckon — 
but to invite the public in. 

«~ ~ - 

MOST INTRIGUING in the circular was 
republication of a resolution passed by the 
Continental Congress on 14 June 1775 
creating the U.S. Army. The circular sug- 
gested that adjutants should read it in en- 
tirety to troops, and, by golly, it’s worth 
listening to and getting a copy of and study- 
ing it. 

The 1775 Congress, in the resolution, au- 
thorized raising of 10 infantry companies 
and “that each company consists of a°eap- 
tain, three lieutenants, four sergeants, four 
corporals,-a drummer or trumpeter, and 
68 privates.” That is a total of 81 EM and 
officers or a fledging Army of 810 men 

What struck me was how simple the 
chain of command was in one of those first 
infantry companies—no PFCs, not top pay 
graders except corporal and sergeant, and 
I bet those corporals and sergeants threw 
around a lot of weight. 

* om 


IN CONTRAST, today’s average infantry 
mpany at strength has 196 officers and 
as follows: one captain, five lieuten- 

five E-7 sergeants first class and 


specialists, 19 E-6 staff sergeants and spe- 
cialists, 19 E-5 sergeants and specialists, 
64 E-4 corporals and specialists and 83 E-3 
privates first class. Nary a buck private 
in the lot. 

This is not meant to be critical of the 
modern Army but to point up the contrasts 
between 1775 and the missile age. The 
modern company starts out with PFCs or 
E-3’s because E-1 and E-2 are apprentice 
grades, or buck private designations used 
while a man is being trained, so that when 
a man earns E-3 and is assigned to a com- 
pany he is supposed to be a good, journey- 
man soldier. 

And the fact that the Army needs spe- 
cialists as well as corporals and sergeants 
should be self-evident with newer weapons 
and gadgets such as portable radar and in- 
fra-red spotting. 


BUT there are some in the Army, it must 
be reported, who think the grade’system is 
getting top-heavy with NCOs — that there 
are too many chiefs/and not enough in- 
dians. And now there are E-8s and E-9s 
piled on top of the heap. That is all to 
the good because it means better pay for 
soldiers, but a question is often raised as 
to whether or not it might hurt the pres- 
tige of NCOs. 

Talk about pay. Those first buck pri- 
vates were pretty well paid for the times 
(if they got paid). The soldier got $6.66 a 
month, a corporal and the drummer $7.33 
and a sergeant $8: I-can remember when 
a soldier got only $21 a month, later $30 
and now $83.20 a month. 

However, the pay wasn’t all gravy for 
continental soldiers because they had to 
furnish their own arms and clothes. Term 
of enlistment was for one year. 

I hope those adjutants don’t forget to 
read that resolution: to the troops. It’s a 
great and grand bit of history.

THE NEWS, announced official- 
ly on 19 August, 1877 by Admiral 
Rodgers, caused a minor sensation. 
But it also posed a puzzle to the 
astronomical world. Sir William 
Herschel had looked for a moon, 
or moons, of Mars, in 1783 without 
success. Professor d'Arrest, the 
director of the Copenhagen Ob- 
servatory, had again looked for 
moons of Mars in 1864, and had 
been as unsuccessful as Herschel. 
The question came up at once; 
were they “new?” Nobody thought 
of artificial satellites then — the 
question referred to the possibil- 
” stray 
bodies during the interval from 
1864 to 1877. 

The director of the Naval Ob- 
servatory, Professor Simon New- 
comb, checked into the facts and 
explained them what they probably 
had “always” been there, In 
1862, when Mars was close, he said, 
there were only two telescopes 
powerful enough to see them and 
they were not used for the pur- 
pose. In the years between 1862 
and 1785 Mars had never been 
close enough and while it was close 
in 1875 it was so low on the hori- 
zone that observatories in the 
northern hemisphere were simply 
out of luck.

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A VISIT to a huge post like Fort Knox or to a 
small one, personnelwise, like the Louisville 

Medical Depot makes me ask myself sometimes if 

anyone really knows ail the things the Army is. 

The picture that most people have of the Army, 
I imagine, is of a group of men in brown or green 
uniforms out in the field getting 
muddy, or scorched, or frozen. 
This, at least, is one of the most 
popular concepts of the Army 
according to public relations sur- 
veys. 

Of course, the Army is much 
more than that. 

It is men, if it is anything, 
but men pursuing so many ac- 
tivities and interests that in some 
ways the Army is a disciplined 
microcosm, —_—— 

At Fort Knox, for example, BOURJAILY 
there are those who train and are trained. They 
de indeed get muddy, scorched, cold, tired, but 
seldom hungry or sick. 

But there are others who think, who test ideas, 
‘men and equipment, who handle money, papers, 
supplies, who ask questions and then build the ma- 
chines whose use will provide the answers to the 
questions asked. 

At the Medical Depot, certain activities which 
are minor at such a major post as Fort Knox are 
developed into the major activities there — repair, 
storage, accounting, supplying of those special items 
of equipment with which is maintained the health 
not only of soldiers and their families but also of 
airmen and theirs and of sailors and theirs. 

These patterns are repeated with almost in- 
finite variation at Fort Benning, Fort Bliss, Fort 
Ord, Fort Dix, Fort Meade, Aberdeen Proving

about the Army, don’t think about it, or are even 
curious about it. 

I find that my amazement at the Army’s va- 
riety is a surprise to those I talk to about it. 
They question that the Army is concerned with 
weather, with better tires, with improved teach- 
ing methods, Such things don’t fit the notion 
they have of the Army. ; 

There are people in the Army whose job it is 
to see that the general public knows that the Army 
is more than the image of an unshaven foot soldier 
waiting for hot chow and a dry place to sleep. 

Yet it does not appear to me that these people 
fail.in their job of making available the fact that 
there is a new Army, one in which other things 
besides hunger and fatigue are important. 

What is lacking in a desire on the part of the 
general public to know about the new Army. 

It is here that any failure must be identified 
and found in Army information activities. And it 
is here that those in the Army can most help create 
the desire to know about the Army in those out- 
side it. 

* * . 

THE TECHNIQUE is not to glorify the Army, 
te go out and preach its accomplishments. Army 
members, it seems to me, must themselves first learn 
what the Army is and what it’s doing, get the “big 
picture” perhaps, but in terms of the vastness of 
the Army’s interests. 

This is a job of internal information work. 
And it devolves on every member of the Army, 
not merely the troop information specialists. 

It is a command function, to use an Army term, 
Commanders right down to squad level should learn 
about the Army and make sure those they lead 
know. Those who know their organization can be 


proud of it. Those who are proud of their organi- 
zation will make it alive and worth the interest of 
others. ’

The answer was no. But it may 
not be a final answer, for the deci- 
sion was a close one and those in 
favor of reinforcement have not 
stopped trying. 

This writer thinks the answer 
should have been YES. However, 
each side had strong arguments. 
Here they are: 

Those in favor of. reinforcement 
now urged that the Seventh Army 
is short some 20,000 bodies in its 
existing manpower structure — 
which has been whittled down to 
the bone in certain supporting ele- 
ments that would be needed if i 
had to go into action. 

“= ” > 

THIS REDUCTION in suppor 
personnel was made to keep a high 
er manpower level in combat units 
which are ready to fight at mini 
mum effective strength. That is 
they have enough men to stari 
fighting but do not have replace. 
ments for casualties and as soon as 
they began to fight they would 
need a larger supporting establish- 
ment. The case for supplying the 
extra 20,000 men was the strongest 
on the YES side and came nearest 
being approved. 

Beyond that, it was also strongly 
urged that two or three divisions 
now in the United States be sent 
to Europe — together, of course, 
with the necessary support forces. 
This would bring the total U.S. 
force from its present five division 
level to seven or eight divisions. 

The argument for this is that the 
minimum “shield force” necessary 
to offer serious delay to a Soviet 
advance into West Germany has 
been estimated at 30 divisions. 
There are only nineteen now avail- 
able to the NATO forces on that 
front. 

The Soviets might be less tempt- 
ed to try any military adventures if 
they were certain to be so strongly 
opposed that they would have to 
use heavy concentrations to break 
through — and thus offer suitable 
targets for tactical nuclear weap- 
ons. 

The opposition argument was 
simply that we must not put our- 
selves in the position of nervously 
reacting to verbal Soviet threats. If 
we are going to rush troops to 
Europe or mobilize forces at home 
every time Khrushchev sounds off 
we shall have no rest.

IF WE SEND even the 20,000 in- 
dividual soldiers needed to fill va- 
cant spaces, we'll be accused by our 
allies of being needlessly aggres- 
sive. If we send additional divi- 
sions, we'll have to mobilize re- 
serves to fill them up to war 
strength and probably have to call 
up at least the six high-priority Na- 
tional Guard divisions, too, in order 
to have additional Army forces 
ready for any additional need that 
might arise. 

To do this would require, under 
the law, a Presidential proclama- 
tion of emergency. This is not 
something that can be done often. 
Indeed, it was urged, the President 
could seriously impair the morale 
of the American people by crying 
“wolf” every time the Soviets talk 
loudly of doing this or that. Better 
to wait and see whether they really 
mean to make trouble this time. 

Thus the nub of the argument 
was really an estimate of how far 
the Soviets mean to go, if no agree- 
ment satisfactory to both sides

Historical Quote 
Of the Week 
“Let us_have peace”— 
Ulysses S. Grant. 


On 29 May 1868 Grant wrote these 
words in a letter accepting the Re- 
publican nommation for the Presi- 
dency. It would seem that three 
years after the close of the Civil 
War they would hardly be neces- 
sary. On the contrary, they were 
more meaningful in the spring of 
68 than they would, have been in 
the spring of ’65. Grant’s magnani- 
mous treatment of Robert E. Lee at 
Appomattox had_no apparent bene- 
ficial effect upon the divided na- 
tion. Republicans and Democrats 
were bitterly opposed, and Re- 
publicans were raucously divided 
against each other. 

Andrew Johnson, the President 
whom Grant was to succeed, had 
been under ‘pressuré from all sides. 
Two weeks before, he had escaped 
impeachment in the Senate by a 
single vote. 

It was the heyday of the carpet- 
baggers in the South. The Four- 
teenth Amendment, granting citi- 
zenship to the freedmen, was still 
not ratified. The factions and fury 
of this “Tragic Era” disturbed 
Grant. He wanted peace in his own 
party and for the troubled land.

How large are these moons? At 
first their size was estimated as 
being ten miles in diameter for the 
inner moon and 20 miles in diame- 
ter for the outer one. Subsequent- 
ly these dimensions hove been re- 
vised downward by 50 percent; 
astronomers now think that the 
inner moon is only five miles and 
the outer one only about ten miles 
in diameter.

NOW LET’S go into the question 
broached by Dr. Shklovsky. There 
are several reasons why it seems 
incredible, to put it mildly, that 
the moons might be artificial. In 
the first place they are simply too 
large. A diameter of five miles 
is tiny for a natural body, but 
enormous for an artificial strue- 
ture. This, obviously, goes double 
for a body ten miles in diameter. 


Secondly: It costs fuel to lift 
something against the vravitational 
pull.of a planet. The farther out 
you establish an artificial satel- 
lite the more expensive is the un- 
der taking in terms of fuel. A 
logical distance for an artificial 
satellite for Mars would be some- 
where between 300 and 600 miles. 

here is no reason for a greater 
distance, The moons of Mars are 
too far from their planet to be 
artificial. 

Third: When you establish a 
major artificial satellite you have 
Many reasons to provide it with 
an orbit that is traversed in a logi- 
cal time interval, such as one- 
tenth or one-twelfth of the length 
of day of that planet. Now the 
day of Mars is just a little longer 
than that of, earth, namely 24 
hours, 37 minutes and 23 seconds. 
If you forget about these 23 sec- 
onds and express the length of the 
day in minutes, the number is 
1477. Phobos needs 459 minutes 
to go around the planet and 
Demos needs 1818 minutes.’ The 
figures just don’t go together. 

I readily admit that the moons 
of Mars are most interesting scien- 
tifieally. But I don’t think they

For Saturn Space Vehicle 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala The first | 
H-1 liquid propellant rocket engine, 


to be used in clusters of eight for | 


the first stage booster of the Saturn 
space vehicle, has been completed 
and delivered to the Army Ballistic 
Missile Agency. 

In September 1958 the Agency 
was authorized by the Advanced 
Research Projects Agency to de- 
velop the super booster, using a 
group of eight engines built from 
existing Jupiter and Thor engine 
components During the same 
month, Rocketdyne received the 
contract from the Army Ballistic 
Missile Agency to develop the 
basic engine, designated the H-l 

Total thrust of_the cluster en 
gines will range up to 1,500,000 
pounds, equivalent to 30,000 horse- 
power. ARPA said that the cluster 
concept has been used because of 
the proven “extreme reliability of 
the Rocketdyne engine.” 

The H-1 engine is considerably 
more compact than companion Jup 
iter and Thor engines in the same 
150,000 pound thrust range, result- 
ing in a major move for simplifica- 
tion and high reliability 

Fabrication and individual static 
test firing of the engines are being 
accomplished by Rocketdyne and 
development is on a schedule, ac- 
cording to company officials.

HUNTSVILLE, Ala. — The first 
library building _ specifically de 
signed for space age education is 
now open here at the Army Ord- 
nance Guided Missile School, Red- 
stone Arsenal. 

The $250,000 brick veneer and re- 
inforced concrete building is pro- 
viding several thousand students at 
the “space academy” with a collee- 
tion of more than 25,000 books and 
documents dealing with missiles 
and rockets. 

The new building is 163 feet long, 
63 feet wide and 20 feet high. It 
has one large general reading room, 
another where only secret material 
is studied, nine private studies, of- 
fices and lounges and one room 
with a bank-type vault and safe 
for storage of secret material. 

The new library assembles in one 
building the growing collection of 
missile school books and documenis 
formerly housed in make-shift 
structures constructed for other 
uses at Redstone prior to and dur- 
ing War II. 

Racks of shelves ten feet high 
hold scientific and technical books 
and magazines for general refer- 
ence. Most of the books and docu- 
ments in the library contain secret 
material and must be signed for 
on special security forms and used 
only in the elassified reading rooms.

Power for the system is 
derived from a 50 kilowatt gener- 
ator which is run by propane gas. 
In order to assure continuous oper- 
ation, two of these generators are 
on site.

Data collectors in the field will 
be equipped with a lightweight 
“Handie-Talkie” radiophone. This 
transistorized unit, which has the 
capabilities of a 20 tube transmitter- 
receiver, may be hand carried, 
placed in a vehicle bracket or car- 
ried in a back pack. The data col- 
lection system will utilize 300 of 








these portable units. 


Thirty communications  chan- 
nels on a very high frequency, and 
the use of microwaves, permit ve- 
hicle to vehicle or person to person 
conversation on each channel.

He first stayed at Piracicaba, a 


small town 200 miles inland from 
Sao Paulo. There he worked with 
another Mormon missionary and 
learned to speak Portuguese, the 
language of Brazil. After spending 
three months there, he flew nearly 
1000 miles southwest of Sao Paulo 
to Ipomeia, a small farming com- 
munity of 300 people, predominate- 
ly German in descent. 

His mission there was to help 
build a church, and a plateau on 
a mountainside was chosen as the 
site. A granite quarry was dis- 
covered five miles away, and the 
blocks of stone were brought to the 
church site by ox cart over dirt 
roads. Bricks, baked 25 miles away, 
were used in making the walls, and 
trees that had been curing in the 
sun were sawed to make the beams 
and other necessary lumber. 

A plane flew in specially-made 
full length smoked glass windows, 
and a red-tile roof topped the white 
church. 

After months of hard work by 
the villagers, they had constructed 
the most modern church in that re- 
gion of Brazil. 

“The people were justly proud 
of the church they had built Beit- 
ler said, for it not only gave them 
a place to worship, but it gave the 
community a social and cultural 
center.

Testing officers also were order- 
ed in Circular 611-36 to examine 
the Form 20’s or personnel records 
of all EM to find out whether such 
men had school-boy second lan- 
guages in high schools or colleges.

ON THE SUBJECT of possible 
proficiency pay for EM linguists, 
the announcement said: 

“In the Army’s pro-pay program, 
MOS 988, voice intercepter, is now 
receiving payments. MOS 965, in- 
terpreter, and 967, translator, are 
being considered for payments 
during the next fiscal year while 
MOS 966, interrogator, will be 
given payments under the pro-pay 
program at a later date.” 

Unit commanders were ordered 
to “implement” the re-testing and 
testing. It was said; 

“Commanders at all levels play 


a most important role in the 
Army’s language program. All 
interested personnel shoul@ be 


administered the Army Language 
Aptitude Test and those qualified 
should be encouraged to participate 
in this program. A soldier serv- 
ing overseas who is professionally 
and linguistically qualified may 
well constitute one of the most 
valuable investments we can make 
toward cementing good relation- 
ships with the country in which he 
serves.”

THE ARMY again stressed that 
all officers “who are not already 
proficient in one foreign language 
are encouraged to acquire a foreign 
language proficiency . . . this is the 
goal set under current language 
training program for officers.” 

According to the announcement, 
the Army is “encountering diffi- 
culty in attracting volunteers for 
language training, especially in 
languages of the short-tour areas.” 

The Army, in its re-testing and 
testing program, hopes to pick up 
some linguists it will not have to 
spend money on to send to school.

SCHOOLING of linguists, it was 
pointed out, requires a long lead 
time, sometimes as much as two 
years. And often, fluctuations in re- 
quirements have resulted in the 
lack of assignments for graduates 
of language school and they revert 
back to infantry or other groups 
where they do not use their second 
language. 

However, with the new program, 
the Army said it hoped to set up 
a central machine records linguist 
file that will enable it to make full 
use of both officers and EM who 
can speak two languages.

force the Secretary of 
make a decision on air defense 
missiles, the committee, in its re- 
port accompanying the bill, left no 
doubt as to what it thought that 
decision ‘should be. 

“The committee has concluded 
that the Nike-Ajax - Nike-Hercules 
system is virtually obsolete and 
that further expenditure of funds 
to expand the system, except in 
overseas areas where it might have 
a tactical value, -is unwarranted,” 
the report said. 

“The Nike system has evolved 
through several stages,” the group 
said. “These modifications and 
conversions have entailed large 
expeditures while achieving rela- 
tively modest extensions in the 
range at which an incoming air- 
craft could be deteeted and de- 
stroyed, particularly against 
“standoff” bombers equipped with 
air-to-surface missiles.” 

“The committee is disturbed by 
the dangers attending storage of 
atomic warheads in populated 
areas. Another danger is that 
which would result from detona- 
tion of these atomic warheads at 
short ranges over the defended 
populated areas.” 

‘It is the committee’s view that 
intercontinental ballistic missiles 
are becoming the primary threat 
to bases of the Strategic Air Com- 
mand and that the required mis- 
sile defense against aircraft should 
be provided by area type weapons.” 

(Readers will remember that 
as far back as January, Army 

Times noted that senators were 
becoming disenchanted with the 
Nike after secret briefings indi- 
cated the Russians had an air-to- 
surface missile with greater 
range. — Editor.)

IN THE GIANT BILL the com- 
mittee approved 23,505 units of 
Capehart housing but said not 
more than 21,500 could be contrac. 
ted for in fiscal 1960 because “the 
committee has serious doubts as to 
the firmness of many of these re- 
quirements.” The 23,505 is the to- 
tal that was ~cleared by Defense 
and the Budget Bureau, But De- 
fense still has authorization from 
previous years for 500 units that 
have not yet been placed under 
contract. 

At the same time the committee 
told Defense to give a little more 
space to enlisted men in housing 
and a little less to hightranking 
officers. 

Defense should “maintain a reas- 
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ren program—where 
foreign contractors build the hous- 
ing and Defense guarantees them 
95 percent of a stipulated rent for 
five to 10 years. The committee 
limited use of. such housing to 5000 
units over the next five years and 
said the guarantee period should 
not exceed five years. 

* * . 


THE COMMITTEE said the 
$16,500 cost-per-unit limit on Cape- 
hart housing is a maximum and not 
a goal. It criticized Defense be- 
cause, it said, in areas where 
are lower, more elaborate housing 
is built. 

It also said the maintenance and 
operation costs for Capehart proj- 
ects—averaging $75 per unit per 
month—was too high.

THE COMMITTEE RENEWED 
its claim that appropriated fund 
housing would be cheaper in the 
long run than Capehart housing— 
there would be an ultimate saving 
of $1861 per unit in interest and 
mortgage costs alone if appropri- 
ated units were built, it said. 

But the group noted that the ap- 
propriated fund. housing built to 
date has cost more per unit than 
Capehart and said the reason is ap- 
propriated fundsunits were more 
plush, It told Defense to bring 
them in line with Capehart stand- 
ards, 

Figures supplied by: the commit- 
tee show ‘that 70,078 Capehart 
units, 19,301 appropriated fund 
units, 8814 surplus commodity 
units and 5538 rental guarantee 
units have been built since 1952. 
An additional 26,310 units are pro- 
gramed for the coming year.

THIS is but a drop in the bucket 
to total military requirement. The 
total housing need is 859,345 units. 
The need has increased more than 
180,000 in the last year, despite 
strength cuts, because’ more men 
are married and the Navy is in- 
cluding 136,000 units it wants for 
fleet personnel. 

Defense figures it can provide 
542.936 units—-including 213,000 
units of “community support,” that 
is, private housing available for 
rent. This still leaves a total de- 
fense housing shortage of over 
300,000 units. 

As approved by the committee, 
the bill provides $1,227,882,000 in 
new construction authority. In ad- 
dition, there is $4,729,000 in in- 
creases to projects authorized in 
previous: years, for a grand total 
of $1,232,611,000. By comparison, 
the House authorized $1,256,076, 
000,

Medicare Stricture 


Can Be Dangerous 


ATHENS, GA.: I am in complete 
sympathy with the father in Ko- 
rea who found that an operation to 
remedy a hernia condition on his 
child was not covered by the Medi- 
care program. ‘i 

For the enlightenment of the un- 
initiated, when a portion of the in- 
testine pushes through a hole in the 
abdomen wall, producing a protru- 
sion in the groin, a hernia is said 
to exist. Each time the child stands 
up, the intestine drops through the 
opening, withdrawing when the 
child lays down. Anytime the in- 
testine becomes stuck in the open- 
ing and fails to withdraw into the 

~stomach, an intestinal obstruction 

occurs, resulting in 4 critical con- 
dition. This may occur at any time 
without advance notice. 

Dr. Benjamin Spock’s baby book, 
the only reliable medical informa- 
tion consistently available to the 
Army patient, states that his con- 
dition should be remedied by sur- 
gery ag soon as its existence is af- 
firmed. Spock further indicates 
that once the hernia becomes stran- 
gulated (critical) the operation is 
far. more involved and may result 

in permanent harm to the patient. 
Yet the Medicare program bland- 
ly refuses to recognize this situa-

Gi Bill Won’‘t Hurt 
Reenlistment Rate 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex.: 
Why should the Department of 
Defense worry about the proposed 
extension of the GI Bill, particu- 
larly the expressed concern over 
the education provisions which 
they feel will cause the enlisted 
men to leave the service? Is there 
not the college program for the 
enlisted men? Methinks they do 
not think highly of this program. 

It is a fine program and the pre- 
requisites for this enlisted college 
program can be met by most of the 
personnel who are interested, pro- 
vided they can bear: 

® The two or four-year break 
in education, 

® The comparedly few who at- 
tend college out of the scores of 
applications submitted. 

® Not knowing where they stand 
in selection or, 

® Not knowing if they will ever 
be selected. 

Surely the provisions of the GI 
Bill will not harm the reenlist- 
ment rate of those who wish to én- 
joy the advantages of the service 
with its: stripped Medicare; fair 
and just promotions; chance to 
earn proficiency pay PROVIDED 
you get the chance to work in your- 
school-trained MOS; our large 
clothing allowance which we use 
to maintain our clothes plus buy- 
ing name tags and plates, crests, 
blocked fatigue caps, green uni- 
form, black ties and belts, Bermuda 
shorts, short-sleeved shirts, etc. 

These men who wish to make a 
career of and enjoy the benefits 
and security of the service will not 
be enticed to leave by the passage 
of any type of GI Bill. 

The hue and cry raised by the 
Department of Defense about los- 
ing its school-trained, skilled per- 
sonnel because of the proposed bill 
would seem to be an unsound foot- 
ing as can be witnessed by the ar- 
ticles and letters which appear in 
this paper, letters received by Con- 
gress, and from personal knowledge 
about the haphazard assignment of 
these personnel.

have wound up two weeks of 
Dry Hills. 

The full-scale training maneuver,

AAM Dept. 
| Has Proven 
205,000 


FORT BENNING, Ga. — 
Members of the Infantry 
School’s airborne-air mobility 
department at Fort Benning 
celebrated the 17th anniver- 
sary of the department’s acti- 
vation 16 May. 


Fort Benning’s Airborne-Air Mo- 
bility Department, headed by Col. 
William E. Ekman, is relatively 
new to the roles of Army organiza- 
tions, but in its few short years 
oe amassed a distinguished rec- 
ord. 


During its 17 years the school 
has qualified more than 205,000 
members and at its peak in 1944 
was turning out 1250 qualified stu- 
dents each week. Now the depart- 
ment is qualifying approximately 
2500 students each year. 

It all began with the formation of 
a test platoon at. Fort Benning in 
July, 1940. The experiment proved 
that troops could be delivered by 
parachute. 

“ ° . 

THE FIRST jump from a plane in 
flight was made by members of the 
Test Platoon from a B-18 over 
Lawsofi Field in August, 1940. On 
that day Pvt. (later M-Sgt.) William 
N. King became the first EM to 
make an official jump as a para- 
trooper in the Army. 

In October, 1940, the first para- 
chute combat unit was organized 
with the activation of the 501st 
Parachute Battalion. The stage was 
set and the airborne element of 
the Army underwent rapid advance- 
ment which led to the activation of 
the Fort Benning Parachute School 
in May, 1942. 

Since that date the parachute 
school has been known by a variety 
of names until its redesignation as 
airborne-air mobility department 
in November, 1956. 

The department’s mission today 
is to increase the speed, range 
and flexibility of the Army’s capa- 
bility to position and sustain forces 
through the use of air vehicles, and 
to assist the Army in its over-all 
effort to tailor its forces for the 
future. 

Progress during the 17 years has 
been tremendous. The War II air- 
borne transport had a low air speed, 
with a small cargo capacity for a 
300-mile radius. Cargo doors of the 
aircraft were so small that para- 
chute delivery was restricted to 
man-sized items of approximately 
500 pounds or less. No parachute 
delivery of vehicles or artillery, 
except the small 75-mm pack how- 
itzer was possible. 

Today, using the latest heavy 
drop techniques and the massive, 
350-mile per hour AF troop and 
cargo transports, heavy items of 
equipment over 25,000 pounds, as 
the 762-mm Honest John rocket 
launcher, 155-mm howitzers, 90-mm 
self-propelled track Scorpion anti- 
tank guns, five-ton trucks or bull- 
dozers can be delivered along with 
combat airborne troopers within 
a 2000 mile radius.

FORT BENNING, Ga.— 
Members of the 8d How. Bn., 
16th Arty., augmented by a 
firing battery, 1st How.

Water Safety 
Emphasized 
At Benning 


FORT BENNING, Ga.—A water 
safety emphasis program for Fort 
Benning personnell has been an- 
nounced with the advent of warm 
weather and the accompanying 
water sports activities. 

The program, to continue 
through August will include a pro- 
motional and educational effort to 
encourage all post personnel and 
their families to learn the basic 
safe practices to follow while en- 
gaged in water sports. 

Personnel are also encouraged 
to take advantage of instruction in 
basic survival swimming which will 
be offered as resources permit. 

The importance of water safety 
is emphasized by the fact that 7000 
persons are drowned each year, 
with an average of four of these 
persons being post personnel, at 
least two of which are dependents. 

The figures show that most of 
these victims are male, between 15 





and 24 years of age and in many 
cases could not swim. Failure to 
use the “buddy system” was also 


one of the contributing causes of 
the mishaps. 

An ever-increasing number of 
persons turn to boating each year 
and the employment of safe boat- 
ing procedures is becoming more 
important, according to safety of- 
ficials, The operators of boats, es- 
pecially in crowded areas, must be 


extremely cautious and practice 
the “rules of the road” to ensure 
the safety of swimmers as well as 
other boats, they add. 

Water skiing is also increasing 
in popularity, and while not a 
dangerous sport, can prove fatal to 
the careless novice. Skiers and 
boat operators should both prac- 
tice the rules of safety at all times. 

Skin diving, a relatively new 


sport, can be dangerous and should 
be regarded as such. Divers should 
be better than average swimmers, 
should not dive alone and should 
know their personal limitations.

To Aid Retireds and Kin 


WASHINGTON. — Greater em- 
phasis on helping retired members 
of the Army or, in the case of their 
death, their survivors, is the order 
of the day under two regulations 
just published. 

One—AR 608-25—formally estab- 
lishes retired activities programs 
at every major installation within 
the United States and Puerto Rico 
(including the  non-continental 
states of Hawaii and Alaska). The 
other—608-12—extends the help of 
the “survivors assistance officer” 
to survivors of deceased retired per- 
sonnel. 

Goal of these regulations and of 
the programs is “tovestablish an ef- 
fective two-way channe] of com- 
munication between the active 
Army and retired Army personnel” 
and to continue “orientation of all 





retired Army personnel in matters 
concerning their rights, benefits, 
and privileges to which they, their 
dependents and survivors may be 
entitled by virtue of their military 
service,” ,

IN ADDITION to requiring the 
setting up of a centrdl office within 
each major command area, as list- 
ed above, other major commanders 
were told that they could (but did 
not have to) set up a similar office.

the black side of the ledger was a 
CSC finding that the Army saved 
taxpayers some $19 millions in 58 
by adopting 24 percent of more 
than 71,000 suggestions made by 
civilian workers on how to save 
time and money. For this, the 
civilians received cash awards of 
about $495,000.

STILL the Army insisted on tak- 
ing itself apart. It said: 

“While the Army’s salary and 
Wage program ranks among the 
best in the federal government, 
there is need for considerable im- 
provement. Audit of 3240 positions 
for pay accuracy by DCSPER 
(Deputy Chief of Staff for Person- 
nel) survey teams disclosed that 
16 percent of the employees were 
incorrectly paid for the work per- 
formed. This is a slight increase 
from 1957 . 

“Of the 16 percent of employees 
incorrectly paid, over three-quar 
ters were overpaid as compared 
to less than two-thirds last year. 
Projected Army-wide, these figures 
indicate that the overpayment cost 
the Army over $12 million in 1958. 

“The impact of overpayment is 
accentuated by the fact that sal- 


ary-saving provisions of law and 
regulation tend to minimize the 
possibility of discontinuing over- 
payments based on_ incorrect 
grades.”

OF ITS CIVILIAN supervisors, 
the Army had this to say: 

“One of the most significant 
problems observed is the inade- 
quate job that many supervisors 
are doing in appraising worker 
performance.

such things as lack of clear per- 
formance requirements, perfunce- 
tory approach to appraisal proc- 
ess, stereotyped appraisals, and 
failure to relate the appraisal to 
other supervisory responsibilities 
such as training and recognition 
of employee merit.” 

DCSPER surveyed more than 55 
Army installations during 1958 
and the CSC inspected some 65. 
The CSC said that the Army was 
“aggressive, imaginative and suc- 
cessful” in its civilian employee 
program although there was “need 
of improvement in in-service place- 
ment, salary and wage administra- 
tion, program evaluation and plan- 
ning, mobilization planning and 
certain aspects of supervisory per- 
formance.” 

. * * 

ARMY RECRUITING of civilian 
employes and its retention of 
those on the rolls increased in 
1958 but it was pointed out these 
factors might be due to a “softer 
labor market,” meaning the drop 
in employment last year. 

The Army admitted it had a 
couple of more trouble spots — in 
the “regulatory compliance” and 
“discipline” fields. Of those it 
was said: 

“Regulatory Compliance: The 
Army’s compliance with Civil Serv- 
ice legal and regulatory require- 
ments improved to show the best 
situation in recent years. Audit 
of 10,605 of the personnel actions 
taken during the year showed a 
violation rate of 2.4 percent. Sat- 
isfaction with this improvement is 
dimmed somewhat by the fact that 
the violations were so distributed 
the regulatory compliance was a 
problem at 18 of the 55 installa- 
tions surveyed. As for several 
years past, the major cause of vio- 
lations continues to be improper 
determination of employees’ quali- 
fications for promotions. 

“Discipline: While the adminis- 
tration of discipline is satisfactory 
Army-wide, there are some prob- 
lem spots. The same commands 
and agencies consistently report 
high disciplinary action rates as 
compared to other commands. 
Surveys found that supervision at 
some installations revealed inade- 
quacies, such as lack of authority 
to take ‘disciplinary action, poor 
understanding of the Army’s philo 
ophy regarding employee disci- 
pline, a defeatest attitude toward 
disciplinary actions and inequit- 
able, inadequate or excessive use 
of disciplinary actions.” 

The report, in conclusion, said 
that “it should be reemphasized 
that the Army’s civilian personnel 
program is good” and that the 
value of the survey “is that it 
points up the program weak- 
nesses.”

624-49, dated 14 April and just re- 
leased for distribution. 

All those being considered have 
an AUS promotion eligibility date 
(date of rank) of 31-May 1952 or 
earlier. For MSC, ANC, and 
AMSC, there will be a “secondary 
zone” in which officers with a pro- 
motion eligibility date of 31 Dec. 
1956 or earlier will be screened. 
Up to 10 percent of the total 
recommended list can come from 
this secondary zone, if that many 
officerg are considered “truly out- 
standing.”

Clerk's Errors 
Causing Delays 


WASHINGTON. Finance 
clerks were told this week to be 
sure to enter the day, month and 
year on Soldier’s Deposit Tickets 
to’ prevent delays in computation 
of interest due Gls. . 

Circular 35-85 said “the Army 
Finance Center is currently re- 
ceiving an increased number of 
Deposit Tickets (DA Form 2078) 
on which the complete date of de- 
posit has not been entered.” 

There is no loss to the depositor. 
However, the incomplete tickets 
must be sent back to receipting of- 
fices which, the. circular says 
“causes undue delay in posting of 
the individual depositor’s account, 
increases the chance of loss of 
capital papers and jeopardizes the 
depositor’s rights.” 


Col. Hart Named 


ZAMA, Japan.—Appointment of 
Lt. Col. Clarence Hart—as Head- 
quarters, U.S. Army Japan ord- 
nance chemical officer was an- 


nounced last week.

Com- 
bined airmobile training will be in- 
tegrated into the normal tactical 
training of the unit.” 

Organic aircraft will be used for 
training of units to company size. 
Army and corps transportation 
units will provide lift for larger 
units.

OBJECTIVES of this are: 

“a. To improve the combat effec- 
tiveness of Army units by exploit- 
ing the capabilities of air vehicles. 

“b. To gain experience that will 
provide data that can be used fo 
revise current doctrine, tactics and 
techniques. 

“e, To develop doctrine, tactics 
and techniques for the skillful 
utilization of new types of air ve- 
hicles and equipment.

over which (the commander) can 
exert his influence, improve (the 
commandér’s) rear area security 
against a wide variety of threats, 
and concentrate (the command- 
er’s) forces quickly and effectively 
at critical points and redisperse 
them after accomplishing the mis- 
sion.” 

Airmobile operations, it says, are 
“most readily adapted” for “econ- 
omy of force missions, raids, anti- 
airborne and anti-guerilla opera- 
tions, over-obstacle assault opera- 
tions, exploitation of nuclear 
weapons, seizure and retention of 
critical terrain, blocking or screen- 
ing of enemy avenues of approach, 
feints and demonstratiens, recon- 
Naissance and security missions. 
counterattack of enemy penetra- 
tions and ship-to-shore operations.” 

This last, of course, is a field 
where the Marine Corps has been 
very active.

WALLENPAUPACE is an Indian 
name meaning “quiet waters,” after 
Chief Paupackan. This man-made 
lake is the result of a breastworks 
thrown across the old Wallenpau- 
pack River, impounding water 
covering 5700 acres. Owned by 
the Pennsylvania Power and Light 
Co. it is Pennsylvania’s largest 
lake. Seventeen miles long with a 
52 mile shoreline, lined with cot- 
tages and sand beaches, it is a lake 
of pure mountain water. 

While long and favorably known 
by countless visitors as a fishing 
lake and water center, it is less well 
known for the reason it was con- 
structed. As a source of water for 
a hydro-electric generating station, 
it is producing 40,000-kw rated cap- 
acity. For the technical-minded 
visitor, an inspection of the 3% 
mile flow line, as it snakes its way 
from the lake to power station, 
would be of more than passing in- 
terest. The line is believed to be 
the longest above-water line of 
such large diameter ever construct- 
ed without expansion joints. 

Lake Wallenpaupack is rated 
among the top fishing lakes in the 
state. Many fish are in season 
practically-all year ‘round. A var- 


fish, pickerel, pike, many s 
of bass, sunfish and bluegills chal- 
lenge the ability of the fisherman.

WILSON 


AMES WALTER WILSON was 
born in Rawlins, Wyo., March 
7, 1917. In July 1935 he entered the 


United States Military Academy 
and was graduated in June 1939. 
As a second lieutenant, he began 
flight training in September of 1939 
at the Glenview School of Aero- 
nautics, Il]. In December of that 
year he was transferred to Kelly 
and Randolph Fields, Tex., where 
he received his pilot's wings in 


July 1940. Today he is rated a com 
mand pilot, current in the B-47 
Stratojet bomber and the KC-97 
aerial tanaker, with 6000 hours as 
a pilot and instructor. 

As a captain, he assumed com- 
mand of the 423d Bombardment 
Sq., 306th B-17 Bombardment Gp. 
at Wendover Field,-Utah, in April 
1942 and was promoted to major 
the following month. He flew with 
his squadron to England in late 
August 1942 and flew his first mis- 
sion against Germany a bit later. 

Colonel Wilson returned to Eng- 
Jand in August 1944 to command 
the 92d Bombardment Group, com- 
pleting a total of 23 combat mis- 
sions in Europe during World War 
JI. He was promoted to colonel in 
November 1944 and continued in 
the same assignment until Sep- 
tember 1945. 

In February 1956 Colonel Wilson 
was tranasferred to Schilling AFB, 
Kans., to command the 802d Divi- 
sion of the Strategic Air Command. 
He was promoted to brigadier gen- 


eral in December 1956 and was 
awarded the Legion of Merit for 
outstanding service while cor 


manding this unit 
General Wilson was assigned to 
Plattsburgh AFB in March 1958, to 


command the 820th Air Division 
of the Strategic Air Command.

GILLEM 


Colonel Alvan C. Gillem, III 
was born 19 April 1920 at Nogales, 
Ariz., son of a lieutenant general of 
the same name, In fact, there has 
been an Alvan Cullem Gillem in 
uniform in service of the United 
States for more than 107 years. 

The present Colonel Gillem was 
graduated from Suwanee Military 
Academy and enlisted in the U.S. 
Army before being appointed to en- 
ter West Point. He graduated from 
the Academy in 1940. 

He was a first lieutenant in Octo- 
ber 1941 just before Pearl Harbor, 

In July 1948 he was promoted to 
lieutenant colonel and attained 
the rank of temporary Colonel 
July 3, 1950. Permanent rank of 


During World War II, his com- 
bat record in the Rome-Arno, 
Naples-Foggia and Anzio areas in- 
cluded 181 combat hours in fighter 
aircraft with a fecord of four en- 
emy planes destroyed. After World 
War II, he qualified in multi-engine 
aircraft, then jets. 

Colonel Gillem was Air Base 
Commander overseas, Upper Hey- 
ford, England, from November 1951 
to January 1953. Returning to the 
United States, he attended the Air 
War College at Maxwell AFB, Ala. 
After graduation, he was named 
Deputy Commandant, serving in 
that capacity until he came to 
Plattsburgh as Deputy Wing Com- 
mander, 380th Bombardment Wg., 
in July 1957.

VON ARB 


Col. George W. Von Arb became 
base commander of the 820th Air 
Base Gp., Plattsburgh AFB on No- 
vember 1, 1956, after a distin- 
guished military career. 

He was born in Kansas City, 
Kans., July 14, 1918. He was gradu- 
ated from the Rosedale High 
School in Kansas City in 1936 and 
from Ottawa. University, Ottawa, 
Kansas, in 1940 with a Bachelor of 
Arts degree in Chemistry. 

Colonel Von Arb was appointed 
an aviation cadet upon entering 
service in 1940.

Military Played Role in City's History 


MUCH of the city of Plattsbyrgh’s 

history is connected with the 
war and the military. The first 
naval battle of the Revolutionary 
War, the Battle of Valcour Island, 
took place just south of the city.

Corky’s success brought the tale of his father to memory for 
millions of -Americans. ‘i ‘ 


IN THE first days after Pearl Harbér, the morale of a nation 
was low. The successful devastation achieved by the Japanese attackers 
during those first days of war was unexpected. 

Then on December 10, 1941, the B-17 commanded by Capt. Kelly 
was being loaded with bombs at Clark Field, Luzon, After three 
bombs were in place, the Japanese began an air raid and the plane 
took off with only three bombs aboard. 

Kelly and his crew crossed northwest Luzon’ and viewed the 
Japanese landing party under the protective custody of three destroyers 
and one heavy battleship. 

Kelly made a run over the battleship, reportedly expecting to 
see an aircraft carrier nearby. Finding none, he returned to attack 
the battlewagon, later identified as the Haruna. All three bombs were 
dropped, with two scoring indirect hits and one landing directly on 
the vessel’s bridge. 

After the bombing maneuver, Kelly started to return to Clark 
Field but was attacked by two Japanese fighter planes about three 
miles from the airport. The bomber caught. fire immediately and the 
crew parachuted to safety. One crew member was killed by the 
exploding plane as he started to jump but Kelly never left the plane’s 
controls. ‘ 

* * * 

AT THE time, it was reported’ that Kelly’s bombing run sank 
the Haruna. 

Actually, according to official records, all of the Japanese craft 
present at Luzon on December 10 remained afloat and in action. 

The status of a hero attained by his father had little bearing on 
the present day accomplishments of Corky Kelly. 

He took the competitive examination for West Point under an 
admission clause established by law to permit the sons of deceased 
war veterans to obtain admission if qualified, regardless of appoint- 
ment by the President or a member of Congress. 

During the past academic year, the younger. Kelly has been in 
Dickinson College at Carlisle, Pa., preparing himself in mathematics, ' 
chemistry, French and the ROTC routine. 

That’s where he was when he telephoned his mother to tell 
her that he had made it the hard way. She in turn made the news 
public and when Corky’s schoolmates heard the details they  over- 
whelmed him with congratulations as he waited on tables.

Auto-Control is the latest in 
GM’s quest for even safer, more 
enjoyable and more economical 
motoring, developed in coopera- 
tion with AR&T Electronics, Inc. 

Firebird III already has auto- 
matic steering, which could be 
adapted to an Auto-Control high- 
way, plus Unicontrol, ,a single 
“stick” for manually steering, ac- 
celerating or braking the car 
when it travels over present day 
roads. 

Thus, Auto-Control represents 
further refinements — in minia- 
ture — of electronics. In addition

to automatic steering, a sensing 
device speeds up or slows down 
cars automatically, depending on 
traffic or obstacles ahead.

The lights would 
warn that an Auto-Control car is 
nearby in the automatic lane. 

The system shown is a 1/40th 
scale model simulating a four- 
lane divided highway. Four mini- 
ature buses, controlled by elec- 
trical signals from the road, roll 
around the 20 by 30 foot oval 
highway at either of two pre-de- 
termined speeds that are equiv- 
alent to 30 and 60 mph on a full- 
size highway. All electronic units 
in the 11-inch long buses are full 
scale, as well as the master con- 
trol units. , 

“Auto-Control was built to 
stimulate both highway and auto- 


motive research interest in an 
automatic highway concept,” Dr. 
Hafstad declared. “It represents 
one workable approach to a very 
complex problem.” 

Auto-Control vehicles are 
steered by an electro-magnetic 
system similar in principle to that 
on Firebird III. The Firebird can 
follow a “magnetic” path created 
by low frequency electrical cur- 
rent from a cable embedded in 
the road. An electronic computer 
takes the signals from the cable 
and actuates a servo system to 
steer the car. 

In the Auto-Control system the 
guidance cable in the pavement 
is a crisscross wire in the center 
of the automatic lane, which also 
provides a means of measuring 
car speed. Another cable in the 


pavement provides a speed con- 
trol signal, while still other cir- 


cuits ‘regulate the speed of all

HOME differences must be 
reconciled and the individual 
ought to eliminate as many of his 
bad habits as he can.

of barbecued chicken will be searching for 
new ideas to make this always excellent treat 
sie better. 


One of the newest ideas to come along for 
adding extra zest to barbecued chicken is a 
marinating process utilizing the liquid from 
sweet pickles. The idea is so simple it’s a won- 
der that it hasn’t always been used. 


All you need do is salt and pepper your 
chickens, and cover them in sweet pickle liquid. 
Cover and: chill for about two hours, turning 
chickens occasionally. Then arrange the chick- 
ens on a spit and cook over a grill for about 
40 minutes, or until tender. Turn and brush 
with the pickle liquid frequently during the 
eooking period. 


There are countless other barbecue-broil- 
ing ideas for chicken but the most accepted 
method revolves about flavor-addition through 
basting with a combination of spices and oil 
or butter. 


For a piquant broiled chicken basting sauce, 
combin one-fourth cup melted butter, three 
tablespoons lemon juice, one-fourth teaspoon 
Tabasco and one-half teaspoon paprika. This 
sauce should be used liberally and will take care 
of one broiler. 


An herb basting sauce for one broiler can 
be*made by combining one-fourth cup melted 
butter, 1/16th teaspoon each of savory, rose- 
mary and thyme or one-fourth teaspoon poultry 
seasoning. 


Another excellent basting sauce—suggested 
as ideal when you use cut-up chicken wrapped 
in foil—can be simply prepared by adding a 
package of commercial salad-dressing mix to 
one-fourth cup of cooking oil. The garlic or 
herb mixes are especially delicious but other 
varieties can be used depending on taste prefer-

ONE UPON A _ TIME little 

girls may have been made of 
sugar and spice and everything 
nice, but we know that bigger 
girls —- much bigger girls — are 
made of unwise lunches, rich 
snacks and, perhaps, cocktails. 
The dieter often works out a good 
scheme to control calories and 
fats at breakfast and dinner, only 
to defeat her program with high- 
calorie lunches, sandwiches, 
snacks, morning and afternoon 
coffee breaks and appetizers be- 
fore dinner. 

This warning comes from two 
famous nutritionists, Dr. Ancel 
Keys and Mrs. Margaret Keys, in 
their valuable book, “Eat Well 
and Stay Well” (Doubleday & 
Company, Inc. $3.95). 

They plead for more considera- 
tion of the nutrient content of 
what you eat for lunch. As the 
classical example of what-not to 
eat, they cite the popular soft 
drink, or coffee, and hamburger 
with a bun; rich malted milk, 
made with scoops of ice cream, a 
dollop of chocolate syrup, a tea- 
spoon of malted milk and 3 or 4 
ounces of milk. This adds up to 
400 to 500 calories, half in the 
form of highly saturated fats, 
most of the remainder in pure 
sugar 

For a light lunch, our authori- 
ties suggest a bowl of clear soup, 


a green salad, a glass of skim 
milk and a piece of fresh fruit. 
If this is not enough, add a small 
sandwich of suitable type. 

A cottage cheese salad, with or 
without fruit, is recommended. 
On green saladgy. avoid adding 
much mayonnaise or similar type 
dressing if you are worried about 
calories and total fat. However, 
salad dressings of the mayonnaise 
type are not forbidden and these 
nutritionists don’t object to a 
moderate amount of oil and vine- 
gar on the green salad. 

If you must have dessert for 
lunch and you prefer something 
other than fruit, take sherbet, 
rice pudding without cream, gela- 
tin or any dried fruit. 

From the standpoint of nutri- 
tion, either toasted or regular 
sandwiches are judged by their 
fillings, provided the bread is 
wisely chosen. One of the new 
low-calorie breads is suggested. 
For sandwich fillings, you may 
add all the lettuce, shredded car- 
rots, tomatoes, onions or pickles 
you wish without running up your 
calorie count appreciably. 

Speaking of appetizers, Dr. 
Ancel and Mrs. Keys admit they 
are piquant, tantalizing—and a 
challenge to self-control. These 
tidbits should spark the appetite 
for real eating but should not 
satisfy the hunger they provoke.

is that lots of jobs in photog- 
raphy are going begging for-lack 
of properly trained people to fill 
them. The jobs are for men and 
women who can handle the in- 
creasing load of maintaining and 
servicing the rapidly expanding 
facilities of a field that is grow- 
ing phenomenally both in exfent 
and complexity. 

The photographie ‘process con- 
sidered as a whole is no longer 
the simple procedure it used to 

The newer ideas demand 
more exacting control than in the 
old days, by persons with a 
thorough grounding in the tech- 
nological sciences and an aware- 
ness of the relationships between 
them. 

Ex-service men and women who 
feel they have the aptitude for 
such training and a career in 
photographic techndlogy: will be 
interested in a training school at 
Farmingdale, Long Islanti, N. Y. 
set up specifically for this pur- 
pose. It is the Agricultural & 
Technical Institute, where a 
Photographic Equipment Tech- 
nology curriculum offers a two- 
year college-level course leadin 
to the degree of Associate in Ap- 
plied Science. The course is 
given with the cooperation of the 
National Association of Photo- 
graphic Manufacturers and lead- 
ing photographic manufacturers. 


Its purpose is “‘to help provide 
the technically trained personnel 
required to install, maintain, 
modify and service” photographic 
devices. “The training provides 
the technician with a theoretical 
and —practicah background in 
Physics, mathematics, photo 
mechanisms, electricity, electron- 
ies, color photography, | and the 
photographie: processes.” 

Indicative of the job opportuni- 
ties is the fact that the eleven 
students who will graduate next 
month have a choice of more than 
fifty openings; in other words, 
there will be five jobs for every 
man. 

These are typical of the career 
opportunities available to gradu- 
ates: manager of a photo process 
plant; manager of an equipment 





service company; repair depart- 
ment supervisor; photo equip- 
ment service and sales; color 
process foreman; photo plant 
maintenance man; technical 
camera service man; photofinish- 
ing quality control; custom equip- 
ment design; technical represen- 


tative; industrial photographer; 
optical technician; audio-visual 
maintenance man, and photo- 


electronics technician. 

The beauty of this training is 
that it costs.nothing for the New 
York State resident, and a nom- 
inal sum for those outside the 
State. Moreover, the photographic 
industry is solidly behind it, and 
a job on graduation is practically 
assured. 

It is not a cinch curriculum, but 
a rewarding one for those wha 
qualify. Full details on the in- 
stitute, its facilities, entrance re- 
quirements, etc. may be obtained 
by writing to Office of Admissions, 
State University of New York, 
Agricultural & Technical Insti- 
tute, Farmingdale, N. Y. 

Of the 27 who have graduated 
in the two years of the course’s 
existence, eight have jobs in 
photo - finishing establishments; 
seven in photographic manufac- 
turing companies; four in indus- 
trial. photographic departments; 
three in photographic sales and 
service for independent outlets; 
one.in the armed forces photo- 
graphic equipment maintenance; 
one has his own camera repair 
business; and three are continu- 
ing their education at the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology and 
the Rochester Institute of Tech- 
nology. 

Age is not a factor, according 
to the school’s faculty, and vet- 
erans are particularly urged to 
consider the career potentials. 

“Veterans and retired people 
have a stabilizing influence on the 
class,” says Associate Professor 
R. C. Bowman, who heads the 
technology course, “The cur- 
riculum provides an opportunity 
for such people to utilize all of 
their previous mechanical, elec- 
trical and photographic experi: 
ence.”

HEN I was a boy of 11, we 

lived in a villa at Endoume, 
a suburb of Marseilles, terrorized 
at the time by a burglary scare.

that strident sound which so many followers of 
Charlie Parker find either most desirable or im- 
possible-to shake—is reunited with highly skilled 
guitarist Laurinda Almeida on an appealing new 
LP entitled “Holiday in Brazil” (World Pacific 
1259).

Berlioz’ Carnaval Romain and Le Corsaire, Lalo’s 
Le Roi d’Ys, and Bizet’s La Patrie overtures are vig- 
orously conducted by Paul Paray for Mercury (MG- 
50191, $4.98). He gives the Detroit Symphony’s 
brass section full opportunity to demonstrate its 
virtuosity, while maintaifiing control of these war- 
horses. Since Paray frequently stamps his feet while 
at work, Mercury had him conduct while wearing 
slippers. He has given .vital, though unshod per- 
formances (with excellent sound) to rather shoddy 
music. 

Despite egregious errors in labeling, Arthur 
Winograd and members of the M-G-M Orchestra 
provide a fine, gentle introduction to contempo- 
rary “modern” music (M-G-M E-3684, $3.98). No 
piece is less than 31 years old, and a whole new gen- 
eration of composers has grown up since then. In- 
cluded are works by Bartok, Shostakovitch, Stravin- 
sky, and a very enjoyable overture for 17 players 
by Prokofiev. The last is a first recording on LP,“hs 
far as I know. 

Excellent sound characterizes a new recording 
of Gershwin’s Rhapsody in Blue and An American 
in Paris (Warner Bros., B-1243, $4.98), though some 
may find the close-up effect a bit overwhelming. 
Conductor Ray Heindorf goes at the music with 
verve and gusto, though he is hardly subtle. Pianist 
Bert Shefter does commendably in the Rhapsody.

DR. OARD joined the U.S. Naval 
Reserve in 1940 as a lieutenant com- 
mander and voluntarily went on 
active duty 10 months before the 
attack on Pearl Harbor. 


Following World War II, he 
transferred to the Regular Navy 
and was assigned as Commanding 
Officer of the U.S, Naval Hospital 
in Guam, Marianas Islands, a post 
he held for three years. Through 
his efforts over $100,000 was raised 
to build what is now the Guam Me- 
morial Hospital for the islanders 
of the central-western Pacific. 

Following tours in Naval Hos- 
pitals in St. Albans, New York and 
Corpus Christi, Texas, Captain 
Oard was ordered to the Naval Mis- 
sion, Peru in 1954, where he was 
appointed Surgeon, General of the 
Peruvian Navy by the President of 
Peru. While in this billet, he com- 
pletely reorganized the Peruvian 
Naval Medical Corps, and person- 
ally directed the construction and 
equipping of what is now one of 
the three outstanding hospitals of 
South America. With the aid of his 
wife, Gertrude, a former Navy 
Nurse, they established a Hospital 
Corps School for the Peruvian

Proper maintenance and opera- 
tion of the buoy system and the 
Lighthouses along the coast is a 
prime necessity for commercial 
‘Naval Forces, Coast 
Guard activities and other mari- 
time interests. Aids to Navigation 
is a familiar subject to Armed 
Forces personnel and even the gen- 
eral public, yet an important inte- 
gral part of the system, Loran, has 
received little publicity. 

Loran transmitting stations are 
operated by the Coast Guard and 
its transmissions are used daily by 


maritime anad aviation branches 


of all the Armed Forces, as well as 
airlines, commercial 


The term “Loran” is derived 
from the title “LOng RAnge Nav- 
igation” and is a modern elec- 
tronic aid to navigation by means 
of which navigators on or over 


the ocean can determine their ~ 


position accurately and quickly, 
day or night, and under practical- 
ly any condition of weather and 
sea. 

The effective range of Loran is 
as great as 1400 nautical miles at 
night and 800 nautical miles by 
day, and the accuracy obtainable 
through the use of Loran is com- 
parable to the accuracy obtainable 
through celestial navigation. 

In addition to the high degree 
of accuracy, Loran affords a rap- 
id determination of position. It 
takes. only three minutes to take 
a Loran “fix” whereas it- takes 
much more time to make the nec- 
cessary mathematical calculations 
required by a celestial “fix.” 

At the beginning of July 1958 
there were 60 Loran Transmitting 
Stations in the world. Fifty of these

are owned by the United States 
and operated by the U.S. Coast 
Guard, and the remaining ten are 
owned and operated by foreign 
governments. During the period 
since July 1958, several new sta- 
tions have been constructed and 
more new stations are in the plan- 
ning stage. These stations will com- 
plete the coverage of all major 
shipping lands of the world. 

The four men who operate the 
Folly Island Loran Station are 
highly trained electronic techni- 
cians. When the station goes off 
the air due to equipment failure, 
they must shift ‘the operation to 
standby equipment within seconds 
after the failure, and the defective 
equipment must be rapidly re- 
paired.

Following the original route and

Owners of restored cars 
and members of antique auto- 
mobile clubs will be among the 
welcoming committees and are ex- 
pected to join in brief parades 
through many of the cities. 

Special attention will be ac- 
corded men and women still living 
along the route, who saw the mud- 
spattered cars scurrying through 
the countryside in the original con- 
test. 

One of the purposes of the ori- 
ginal transcontinental] race was 
te publicize the autemobile in 
the northwestern states, and at 
the same time draw national at- 
tion to the need for more and 
better roads, 

This year’s duplication of the 
historic ocean-to-ocean feat was 
planned to demonstrate how the 
automobile has improved in qual- 
ity, durability, safety and per- 
formance since the Model T; to 
show how the march of progress 
has created a vast, national net- 
work of superhighways where, 50 
years ago, virtually no _ roads 
existed; and to remind a nation of 
automotive industry contributions 
to the American economy. 

A further parallel between the 
original race and the re-enactment 
has been drawn in a recent re- 
tracing of the old route by Bill 
Stroppe, well-known driver.

phasized the necessity of. continu- 
ing and increasing cooperation 
among members of the automotive 
industry and State and Federal 
highway and traffic officials. Al- 
ready such cooperation has greatly 
enhanced safety. An example of 
productive industry-official liaison 
is that between the industry and 
the American Association of Motor 
Vehicle Administrators whose bul- 
letin is frequently quoted in this 
column. , 

Charles Chayne, vice president 
in charge of engineering, called for 
“a single coordinating agency that 
is broadly representative of all 
groups of public @fficials having 
major highway traffie responsibili- 
ties.”

BUT IT WAS an actual, in-the- 
ear demonstration following an ex- 
planation by Dr. Lawrence Haf- 
stead, vice president in charge of 
the GM _ researth laboratories, 
which most impressed: this writer 
and his very practical associate and 
which will be dealt with later. 

Dr. Hafstad, has made a study 
of “traffic-fiow and driver-car in- 
teraction” as well as the “problem 
of the car-following and its phe- 
nomenon of propagation disturb- 
ances down a line of vehicles” The 
purpose is establish exact follow- 
ing distances and speeds rather 
than “the less realistic rule-of- 
thumb measures like those based 
on estimated stopping distance or 
on vehicle separation in terms of 
multiple car-lengths.” 

Admitting that “fully auto 
matic highways may be decades 
away,” Dr. Hafstad believes they 
“deserve to be considered”—hence 
the GMR—Auto-Control System and 
the fantastic Firebird, already re- 
ferred to. 

Meanwhile, however, the High- 
way Information System appears to 
this, writer, as we have said, to 
be strictly in the brass tacks eate- 
gory. 

The key to this system which 
“transmits warnings of emergency 
road conditions and provides other 
pertinent traffic data” is the Hy- 
Com (highway communicator) per- 
fected by the Delco Radio division 
of GM. 

It is an example of the results of 
research, which GM believes, 
“coupled with educational and 
other efforts,” can offer real hope 
for an ultimate solution” of the 
whole traffic problem, which, Dr. 
Hafstad remarked, may eventually 
be made “as much a thing of the 
past as dirt roads, the tire repair 
kit, or the non-shatterproof wind- 
shield.” .

Japanese-American Club Solves Problems

FORT BLISS, Tex.—It is often a pet comfort to young 


mothers to have mother nearby to as 


for advice. But when 


the young woman happens to be the foreign-born wife of an 
American soldier stationed in the States, mother isn’t usually 


available. And even if she 


were, there would be many 


questions she could not answer because of the difference of 


customs. 

To solve this problem, and to 
help alleviate homesickness, a 
group of Japanese-born wives of 
American soldiers at Fort Bliss, 
formed a club a little more than a 
year ago. Through the club they 

n get advice on almost any prob- 

m that arises and also they can 
get together for both American and 
apanese style recreation. 

* * . 

THE MAIN force behind the 
Japanese-American Woman's Club 
is MSgi. Earl H. Crowell, and his 
Japanese-born wife. The idea for 
the club was suggested to Sgt. 
Crowell by Lt. Col. Kyle Davis, 
then his commanding officer at 
Hq. Btry., 454th ASU. Most other 
Japanese-American women’s groups 
are a part of another women’s 
organization, but Crowell drew up 
a charter, making this a separate 
organization. The Fort Bliss group 
believes it is the only chartered 
club in the world for Japanese born 
wives of American soldiers. 

A lawyer in civilian life, and a 
food supervisor in the Army, 
Crowell has been able to advise 
the club and individual members 
regarding their rights to disposition 
of property in Japan, etc. 

Sgt. and Mrs. Crowell alternate 
with one of the other club mem- 
bers in giving cooking lessons 
every week. Besides the fact that

heads and tails are removed and 
the soup, together with the rest 
of the fish (really a stew), is 
served in a large tureen. Guests 
must be warned about bones. 


Garnish the bouillabaisse with 
croutons or thin slices of French 
bread, sauteed in olive oil, and 
sprinkle with chopped parsley.

swum the Panama Canal. 

Harrison is believed to have 
racked up a record in swimming 
the 35 nautical miles through the 
“Big Ditch” last week. Although 
there are no official documents, un- 
official records and press files indi- 
cate he was the first to make the 
swim in less than two days. The 
six persons who previously stroked 

their way through the Canal from 
’ Atlantic to Pacific have broken 
their trips for at least one night 
of rest on land. 

The soldier from H&H Co., Ist 
BG, 20th Inf., plunged into the Ca- 
nal from Gatun Locks at 3:18 a.m. 
Tuesday (May 12) and completed 
his swim shortly after 10 a.m. the 
following day. Actual swimming 
time was 22 hours and 52 minutes. 

Would he try it again? Definitely 
no, said the ammunition sergeant. 

* - * 

DELAYED BY a heavy chop and 
adverse current in Gatun Lake, and 
muscular aches which slowed down 
his strong crawl, Harrison was 
forced to make the trip in two 
stages. He arrived at the second 
set of Canal Locks—Pedro Miguel 
—at 2:30 a.m. Wednesday, too late 
for his accompanying craft to be 
locked through. Not quite seven 
hours later he was back into the 
water for the last lap. 

A strong physique, sound con- 
ditioning, long training and a 
will to make it—despite all odds 
—were in his favor. 

The 32-year-old sergeant hit the 
water just beyond Gatun Locks, on 
the Atlantic side. There was no 
moon and in the first few hours of 
darkness he had some trouble navi- 
gating. To help find his way 
through the darkness Harrison fol- 
lowed a spotlight on the accom- 


panying J-boat. 

Just before dawn the boat crew 
spotted a large cayman, resembling 
a crocodile, just off the port bow, 
directly in line with the swimmer.

BY THE TIME the Kobbe swim- 
mer reached the open waters of 
Gatun Lake they were whipped by 
a strong wind and the going got 
rugged. To add to the trouble, 
Harrison had to wait for three 
large ships to pass before he could 
cross the channel. Waves and cur- 
rent forced him back as he treaded 
water during these pauses. Some of 
the passing vessels saluted the 
plucky sergeant, who could feel 
them slow down engines to elim- 
inate heavy wakes. 

For several hours no headway 
was made as the swimmer fought 
rough water. Then, after being 
pulled out for a re-greasing, Har- 
rison got in closer to shore where 
wind and current had less effect. 
Soon he was in calmer waters and 
moving well, 

But then his back began to ache 
and once again he was taken into a 
small assault craft for a rubdown 
and a snack.

Using the strongest 
stroke mustered during the entire 
swim, the soldier made good time 
and arrived at Pedro Miguel just 
before 2:30 a.m., only to find that 
his accompanying craft could not 
be locked through at that hour, 
This forced him to delay swimming 
the last scant 1000 yards until after 
daylight Wednesday.

H. Glass, H&H Co., senior aid man 
and Pvt. Herb Zost of the Battle 
Group information office. 

Two radio operators, Sgt. Edward 
L. Mosher and Sgt. Ronald Johnson 
of the U.S. Technical Services Pa- 
cific, weré’ in communication with 
the J-boat from a land station. They 
received radio messages from the 
boat and patched them through to 
the Caribbean Forces Network at 
Fort Clayton, where hourly broad- 
casts of Harrison’s progress were 


made. 
Much of the trip was made in 
darkness. Harrison, who used 


both crawl and backstroke to cut 
through the deep waters, says 
that bumping into twigs and 
small debris in the dark gave him 
an eerie feeling. 

Thee only “substantial” food he 
took during the marathon was 
chocolate and crackers. Feeding the 
swimmer in the water involved pre- 
paring food on the J-boat, trans- 
ferring it to the smaller craft which 
paced him, then passing the liquid 
to the sergeant.

WEATHER WAS warm, with sun 
and clouds alternating during the 
daylight hours. Light showers 
lasted only about 20 minutes. Al- 
though the water was warm, it way 
as one of the J-boat crew put it, 
“rough as blazes,” especially in 
Gatun Lake. 

Those who have preceded him in 
accmoplishing the feat included ex- 
plorer Richard Halliburton; who 
swam from ocean-to-ocean in 50 
hours over a period of eight days.

Army Testing Plastic Mats 
For Landing Strip Surface 


VICKSBURG, Miss. — An ex- 
perimental plastic airplane land- 
ing mat has been designed and 
tested at the Army Engineer 
Waterways Experiment Station lo- 
cated here. The mat is for use 
as an expedient surfacing on 
heavy bomber airfields. 

The mat, designated T12, is a 
sandwich structure composed of 
giass fiber — phenolic resin honey- 
comb core material bonded be- 
tween laminated facings of phen- 
olic resin impregnated glass fabric. 
Individual panels are 12 feet 
long, 3 feet wide, and 1% inches 
thick and weigh 150 pounds. Panel 
connections are made by tongue- 
and-groove side and end connec- 
tors which are integral parts of 
the panels. 

Project requirements cali for a 
lightweight, transportable, plastic 
landing mat. The mat, when 
placed on a subgrade of relative- 
ly weak strength, is required to 
sustain about six months of use 
of aircraft having a_ single-wheel 
load of 50, pounds and a tire 
contact pressure of 200 ponnds per 
square. inch, 

The plastic mat has certain ad- 
vantages over the steel, aluminum,

Army Plane 
Shifts Gears 
In Mid-Air 


FORT WORTH, Tex.—Bell Heli- 
copter Corporation’s XV-3 converti- 
plane, under development for 
Army, has become the world’s first 
VTOL (vertical take-off and land- 
ing) aircraft to shift gears in air- 
plane flight. 

The gear shift is used to reduce 
propeller rotation speed by 40 per 
cent for high efficiency in cruise 
flight. The shift is made after the 
craft tilts its twin prop-rotors for- 
ward from lifting to propelling 
position for airplane flight. 

The XV-3 takes off and climbs as 
a helicopter for normal VTOL oper- 
ation. 

“This achievement is considered 
of major technical significance 
equal in -importance to the first 
full conversion made last Decem- 
ber 18,” Robert L. Lichten,. Bell’s 
chief experimental project engi- 
neer, said. 

“It accomplishes the principal 
step required to make any propel- 
ler-driven VTOL aircraft competi- 
tive with conventional airplanes on 
the basis of equal efficiency for 
high-speed, long-range fiight.”

No discussion of discards would 

be complete without. a mention of 
the deceptive variety. These have 
a special flavor since most bridge 
players would rather steal a trick 
than earn one. 
‘ West opens the jack of hearts, 
and you thank your lucky stars 
that he didn’t get his fingers on a 
diamond. It was very careless of 
you to deal the ace and king of 
diamonds to the opponents only a 
minute or so before you bid a 
slam. 

Thanks to the opening lead, your 
slam is cold if the spade finesse 
works. There are at least four 
ways to play the hand, and the 
choice depends partly on your own 
temperament and partly on what 
you think of West. 

One reasonable plan is to win 
the heart and cash the ace of 
spades. Perhaps the king will 
drop, If it doesn’t, run the hearts, 
discarding a diamond. Then try 
the clubs, hoping to discard an- 
other diamond by the time the king 
of trumps is played. This will 
work if the player with the king 
of spades has three or more clubs.

THE OTHER three plans are 
used if you finesse in spades. One 
plan is to win the first trick with 
the ace of hearts and take the 
spade finesse. If West wins, he 
may fail to lead a diamond. 

A second plan is to run the three 
hearts, discarding a diamond. Then 
you try the spade finesse. If the 
finesse loses, however, West will 
surely return a diamond.

the three hearts, discarding the 
nine of clubs! Then try the spade 
finesse. If it loses, West wil] sure- 
ly return a club. And then you 
will draw trumps and get rid of 
your diamonds on dummy’s clubs. 
This is the best plan not only 
because it will almost surely work 
against most opponents. Equally 
important is the faet that a swin- 
dle of this sort will give you the 
laugh on West for at least a year 
This may be worth thousands of 
points if you play against that

“yo be prepared for war,” said 

George Washington in _ his 
first annual address to the Con- 
gress of the United States, “is one 
of the most effectual means of pre- 
serving peace.” And _ if it strikes 
the reader as seemingly strange 
to quote the words of an American 
while appraising the work of a 
marshal in the Royal Air Force, 
we can turn to Homer, who said: 
“In peace, as a wise man, he should 
make suitable preparations for 
war.” 

In Strategy for the West, Sir 
John Slessor, a most literate mili- 
tary man, outlines those prepara- 
tions which he feels the Western 
coalition must institute in order to 
drive “military communism” back 
behind its own borders and to keep 
it there. But lest the reader get the 
impression that this book is only 
another diatribe written by a non- 
objective, self-effacing, proponent 
of the use of air power as a cure for 
all the evils of the world, let him 
read and discover throughout this 
short work, certain political and 
economic ideals which must be 
achieved if the Western powers are 
to remain free of Kremlin domina- 
tion 

The marshal proposes as his basic 
them the creation and the mainten- 
ance by the United States and 
Great Britain of a military force— 
which he calls the “Great Deter- 
rent” — having as its primary aim 
the prevention of another general 


war and which, if the deterrent 
should fail, is capable of bringing 
instantaneously overwhelming pres. 
sure to bear on aggression at its 
source. The force atomic air 
power, with first call on the mili 


tary resources of both countries, a 
force which today is based on the 
long-range, jet-propelled high-alti 
tude bomber manned by a skilled 
crew; a force which at some future 
date, may be based on the long:

armed with the atomic and the hy-

WITH HIS MAIN THESIS estab- 
lished (the need for the “Great De- 
terrent”) Air Marshal Slessor hur- 
ries on to outline for the reader an 
evaluation of Russian leadership 
and Russian capabilities and limita- 
tions (at the same time swiping at 
the United States World War II 
policy of unconditional surrender, 
and postwar United States policies 
criticizing British colonialism and 
the giving of support to the Chinese 
Nationalists on Taiwan); the need 
for countering the “dynamic doc- 
trine” of “militant communism” 
by education of the people and by 
distinguishing liberty of thought 
from license to distort other peo- 
ples’ thoughts; and an assessment 
of the military requirements of the 
free world not based on “a sort of 
modernized version of World War 
Il in the near future but for the 
‘long haul’ under the wings of atom- 
ic power.” 

It is probably the last of these 
that has caused this particular book 
to be chosen for the Chief of Staff’s 
reading list, and a more interesting 


book outlining the military require- 
ments of the free world could not 
have been selected, even if all 


readers are not in agreement with 
the author’s proposals. Sir John’s 
proposals will not be enthusiastic- 
ally received by proponents of 
ground power as being the decisive 
element in warfare, and they will 
be received even less joyfully by 
advocates of seapower, but they are 
proposals worthy of serious consid- 
eration by all military readers and 
by other individuals concerned 
with the establishment and main- 
tenance of a force in being ready 
to defeat the communist drive to 
conquer the world.

GURPRISE Attack: The New Look in Soviet 


Doctrine? 
When in World War II the German Blitzkrieg 
tere through the unprepared 
and almost captured Moscow, 
learned about surprise attack. The lesson was a ter- 
one — it came so close to being fatal that 
dogmatic restraints imposed by Stalin pre- 
vented Soviet military analysts from acknowledging 
the almost decisive results of that surprise attack. 
Stalin fiction which explained the Soviet re- 
treat as “active defense” lasted until his death in 
1953, but soon thereaftet the infallibility of his war- 
time leadership and of his “permanently operating 
decide the outcome of wars” were 
openly debated — particularly with respect to the 
face-saving evaluation he placed on surprise. 

Mr. Dinerstein’s of quotations from 
containing references 
to surprise attack in nuclear waf — references 
which burst forth to explore the liberal trend of 
the post-Stalin era — could lead one to believe that 
suddenly became THE decisive factor 

the outcome of wars. A careful 
reading of selected quotations shows that so 
racial and upgrading was not intended even by 
Marshal Retmistrev, whem the author presents as 
the high priest ef the “revolution” in surprise 
doctrine. 

Actually, the quotations from Rotmistroy which 
are put forth to be the turning point in Soviet doc- 
trine are selected fragments from the long text of 
what the marshal wrote. The full text of Rotmis- 
trov’s article, which clearly does not support the 
theory of a “revolution in Soviet military thought,” 
included the following definitive, summarizing ap- 
praisal: 

“Surprise attack by itself does not and cannot 
give complete success in a war or an operation. 
It only creates a favorable situation which has te be 
cleverly employed to exploit the effect of the un- 
expected, or else has to be parried decisively if 
it eccurs from the side of the enemy.” 

Rotmistrov added: 

“Considering surprise as one of the main means 
to achieve success and granting it its appropriate 
role, it has to be noted that this consideration does 
not detract anything from the applicability of the 
permanently operating factors which DECIDE the 
results of wars. They, even in modern war, retain 
their primary importance in obtaining victory over 
the enemy.”

war is obvious in Rotmistrov’s full statement and is 
proven by their heavy emphasis on ground forces. 

If there has been no “revolutions” in Soviet mili- 
tary thought, how can we explain the many quotations 
which uppeared to attribute decisive importance to 
surprise attack? Part of the answer is in the nature 
of the post-Stalin flurry of previously suppressed in- 
dependent ideas which suddenly surfaced in a geyser 
of public debate. 

The rest of the answer is given by Mr. Dinerstein 
in his explanation that “Soviet information policy 
leaves one very much in the dark as to what is go- 
ing on in Soviet government circles.” The more one 
examines the quotations which are supposed to re- 
veal the “revolution” in Soviet doctrine, the more 
one is led to the conclusion that it is not what Soviet 
leaders say, but rather what the armed forces do, 
which proves concrete changes in military doctrine. 

In short, our intelligence must be good enough 
to discount the propaganda and the domestic and 
international politics behind Soviet statements and 
find the real indications of significant shifts in mili- 
tary developments.

THE AUTHOR of “War and The Soviet Union, 
by his painstaking examination of Soviet party and 
military press articles, reveals a profound knowledge 
of Communist political and economic doctrine. His 
analysis of the international and domestic political 
and economic factors which brought about an im- 
portant shift in the Soviet outlook after World 
War II is skillful and thought provoking.

Marauders in Burma 


THE MARAUDERS, by Charlton Ogburn Jr.

THE 5307th Composite Unit, Pro- 

visional, had one of the hard- 
est jobs of World War II. The 3000 
infantrymen and officers of this 
unit, better known as Merrill’s 
Marauders, fought through the 
mountainous jungles of Burma to 
hit the Japanese army in the rear. 

The story of that incredible cam- 
paign has now been told by one of 
the participants. Author Ogburn 
was a young Signal Corps lieutenant 
in Mississippi when the call came 
out for volunteers, and Ogburn ac- 
cepted the offer because he liked 
hot climates. He had volunteered 
for one of the hottest jobs of the 
war. 

Ogburn describes the assembly 
of the unit, the trip through the im- 
personal California embarkation 
center, the jungle training in India, 
the long marches through jungles 
and over mountains, slowed to the 
pace of the slowest pack mules.

VIEWING TV 





Actions Louder 
Than Words 


By Hal Humphrey 





HOLLYWOOD—The TV network presidents keep inSist- 
ing that they are not dictators of public taste. They are simply 
and humbly dedicated to serving the greatest majority of us 


with the kind of TV entertainment 
our tastes reflect, it says in their 
speeches. 

Thig,is the reason, we are told, 
that the “Voice of Firestone” TV 
program must disappear from the 
network airwaves on 1 June. It 
would be undemocratic to sell 
prime evening time for a show 
which appeals only to a few high- 
brows. 

A Hollywood producer by the 
name of Cran Chamberlin this week 
had some difficulty squaring that 
high-sounding philosophy with his 
own plight. 

Cran packages a TV show called 
“You Asked For It,” waich has 
been on the air eight and a half 
years for the same sponsor and 
seven years with the same network, 
ABC. There is very little highbrow 
appeal to “You Asked For It.” One 
week you may see a fellow allow- 
ing a cannonball to be fired into 
his midriff, or an 80-year-old 
grandma diving 100 feet into a 
tank of water. 

Despite the fact that Cran has 
had his camera crews traveling 
throughout the world, he has man- 
aged to bring “You Asked For It” 
to the air on one of the lowest 
budgets in network TV. His current 
price to the Skippy Peanut Butter 
people is $16,650. (Almost any half- 
hour series averages $35,000 per 
show.) 

+ * * 

WHEN CRAN asked his sponsor 
for $24,000 for next season, he was 
told it was too much. The sponsor 
then countered with an $18,650 of- 
fer 

“That figure might have been a 
basis for further negotiations,” says 


Cran, “but ABC -would give the 
sponsor only a 13-week contract on 
the time slot instead of the 52 week 
deals they had guaranteed in the 
past. I couldn’t possibly have gone 


on producing ‘You Asked For It’ at 
that price and for such a short term 
guarantee.” 


So, as of next 27 September, 
“You Asked For It” goes off the 
ABC network after nearly nine 


years of continuous showing. Cran 
already has had offers from the 
syndication companies, but they 








just want to buy the 358 shows 
in the library for reruns. 

“I’ve put so much blood and 
sweat into this thing that I hate to 
see it stop now. I would like to see 
it continue to grow and improve,” 
says Cran. 

In fairness, I should report that 
“You Asked For It” has improved 


in recent years. It was one of the 
first shows to get a Russian circus 
on TV and the first to take viewers 
on a tour of the Hearst San Simeon 
castle. 

. * * 


IT MIGHT be said that with 
“Voice of Firestone” and “You 
Asked For It” the ABC network 
was covering a broader spectrum of 
public taste than usually is possible 
under any commercial circum- 
stances. And it would seem that 
both of these programs could have 
continued, because the respective 
sponsors were happy. 

In a speech before the University 
of Missouri’s School of Journalism 
this month, ABC’s president Oliver 
Treyz urged the radio-TV students 
to “adopt the Jeffersonian approach 
to TV programming” as opposed to 
the Alexander Hamilton approach. 

“The Jeffersonian approach,” 
said Treyz, “makes the producer 
conscious of quality from the stand- 
point of the people. The opposite 
attitude is taken by critics who 
think they can determine arbitrari- 
ly what the people need and should 
get from television.” 

It seems to me that ABC's Treyz 
is in a position to take some of his 
own dubious advice. He is being a 
bit arbitrary these days himself 
when it comes to programming. 

His competitors, NBC and CBS, 
are guilty, too. They have worked 
squeeze plays on sponsors and pro- 
grams which they felt did not con- 
tribute to their concept of a “total- 
ity of programming.” It’s interest- 
ing to note, too, that in most of 
these squeeze plays the shows drop- 
ped are independent productions 
and are usually replaced with 
shows in which the network has its 
own financial interest. 
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if WOULD be pleasing to re- 

port that the movie “Pork 
Chop Hill” does for the Korean 
war what the same director’s “All 
Quiet on the Western Front” did 
for War II. Unfortunately, despite 
all-out ‘cooperation by the Army, 
the wise choice of Capt. Clemons, 
progenitor of the screenplay, as 
technical adviser, the fine battle- 
field sense of the director, Lewis 
Milestone, and a cast of fine play- 
ers, something is missing. 

A gesture in the direction of 
“box office interest” must be made, 
of course, and thus the casting of 
Gregory Peck, an established actor 
of some stature, in the leading 
role. Peck does a good job, but 
through no fault of his own pro- 
vides a jarring note, as would 
Marilyn Monroe if she were to ap- 
pear in a documentary. The movie’s 
attempt at historical accuracy 
makes this writer feel that an “un- 
known” would have been a wiser 
choice for the Clemons role, al- 
though Peck’s presence will draw 
many viewers who would no doubt 
otherwise pass up this film as “just 
another war picture.” 

- * - 

IN ANY EVENT, here for once 
is a war film that succeeds in con- 
veying some of the sense of phys- 
ical nausea induced by the proxi- 
mity of violent death, and one that 
does not ask us to condemn as 
cowards all those who lag or falter. 
And there have been few moments 
in movies which, for sheer terror, 
can touch the scene in “Pork Chop 
Hill” when American searchlights 
“by mistake” floodlight advancing 
Gis for Chinese gunners on the 
crest of the hill. 

And for once the old cliches— 
such as the one about the lad whose 
wife has just had a baby (thus 
marking him for early death, as 
any cinema-wise moviegoer knows) 
—have been soft-pedaled. But we 
still do have the big-talking Texan 
and the rear-echelon soldier who 
fails to understand what a real 
battle is like (this time it’s a divi- 
sion’s assistant public information 
officer). 

. . . 

A MAJOR POINT of the film, 

constantly repeated, is that the 





higher command echelons were con- 
fused and devoid of a hard-and-fast 
policy in the Korean war, an admis-| 
sion which is worthy of praise and 
indicative’ of the sincerity with 
which the Army and the film’s pro- 
ducers approached their task.

U.S. Hasn’‘t Dented Space, 
Von Braun Tells Group 


CLEVELAND, Miss. — Dr. Wern- 
her von Braun said here last week 
that the United States has made 
“a good beginning and only a be- 
ginning” in the immense job of 
exploring outer space. 

The Army missile and space 
authority, addressing the annual 
convention of the Delta Council, 
told the group about the huge 
Saturn super - booster which the 
Army Ballistic Missile Agency is 
developing for the Advanced Re- 
search Projects Agency. This vehi- 
cle, having over one million pounds 
of thrust, will be used for orbiting 
extremely heavy payloads. 

“This is bigger than our competi- 
tion has yet demonstrated. With 
that kind of basie unit, it will be 
possible to orbit such heavy pay- 
loads as a communications satellite 
to provide worldwide transmission 
for the Strategic Air Command, the 


Navy and the Army. 
. - 7. 

He added: “We feel a great chal- 
lenge in the Saturn assignment and 
we are pushing it with a sense of 
genuine urgency. This is the kind 
of true space hardware which is 
the logical outgrowth of a deter- 
mined national effort to achieve 
and retain supremacy in space.” 

The Saturn, consisting of a 
cluster of- eight Jupiter-type 
engines, will be test flown for the 
first time next year. 

Von Braun also spoke of the 
Army’s desire of transporting men 
and materials by means ef missiles.

have been largely dependent on 
military missiles. The thrust avail- 
able has not been as large as that 


of the Russians, but this country 
now has a national space program 
in force and an ambitious unified 
effort has been initiated.

ON THE SUBJECT of defense 
against enemy missiles, Dr. Von 
Braun praiséd the Army-industry 
team which has undertaken the 
development of the Nike-Zeus anti- 
missile missile. 

He cited the “difficulty of in- 
tercepting an incoming warhead 
traveling at a velocity approaching 
10,000 miles an hour. . .obviously 
you can’t catch up with that target 
in any interceptor plane. The kind 
of guns with which we are most 
familiar can’t overtake it. So you 
have to find something with a 
performance capability equal to 
that of the offensive missile sys- 
tem, You must develop a radar net 
unlike anything we have today. 
That is the task the Army has 
undertaken. I say it is difficult, 
but not impossible. 

“I think we are going to have 
the necessary defense if only be- 
cause the Army makes it a prac- 
tice to do what it is asked to do. 
The same Army-industry team has 
already developed two excellent 
air defense missile systems, the 
Nike-Ajax and the Nike-Hercules, 
and that is a pretty good recom- 
meéndation.”

Keep Retired Men 
Informed, CGs Told 


WASHINGTON.—A new full-fledged program to give 
retired officers and enlisted men a more active role in com- 
munity relations has been launched by the Army. Recognizing 


the importance of retired soldiers 
in community affairs,"the Army is 
urging commanders to set up pro- 
grams to keep these “oldsters” 
fully informed on the latest weap- 
ons and policy developments. 
“Retired Army personnel play 
an important role in explaining 
the needs and purposes of the 
Army and its Reserve Components 


to the American people,” a new 


Army regulation (AR 608-25) tells 
commanders. 

“The friends and neighbors of 
the Army Alumni look to them (re- 
tired soldiers) for their views on 
military. matters,” the reg con- 
tinued. “In order to retain their 
support, it is incumbent upon the 
Active Army to keep them in- 
formed.” 

Army commanders are urged to 
hold periodic “open house” cere- 
monies for the retired group. 

The Army suggests that these 
meetings serve a dual purpose. In 
addition to providing the Army 
Alumni with the latest information 
on weapons and material, the meet- 
ings should be used to bring them 
up-to-date on their rights and 
privileges as retired personnel,

Among the agencies which deal 
with retired Army personnel are 
the Veterans Administration, Social 
Security Administration, Internal 
Revenue Service and State Employ- 
ment Service in addition to the 
Department of Army itself. 

The Army’s new program covers 
retired activties in the continental 
United States, Hawaii, Alaska, 
Puerto Rico, and the' Canal Zone. 


Hold High Altitude 
Equipment Tests 


FORT CARSON, Colo Per- 
sonnel troops from the Yuma Test 
Station, Ariz., will test new Army 
equipment in June at Camp Hale 
and Fort Carson to check perform- 
ance at high altitudes. The tests 
will be conducted at Hale between 
1-12 June and at Carson from 15-18 
June. 

Equipment to be tested includes 
a new personnel carrier with an 
aluminum engine, a weasel, a new 
cargo-carrying vehicle and a prime 
mover and trailer. It will be tested 
for acceleration at various altitudes 





and towing ability. The Hale test 
will provide data at 10,000 foot 
elevations and the Carson tests at 


elevations around 6000 feet.
